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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 45-65 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: this 
application was previously allowed by the Notice of Allowability mailed on June 14, 2010 
and before that by the Notice of Allowability mailed on February 22, 2010. Subsequent 
to Notice of Allowability mailed on June 14, 201 0, Applicant submitted a Request for 
Continued Examination and one Information Disclosure Statement. Applicant has also 
amended independent claim 45. None of the references cited in the most recent 
Information Disclosure Statements anticipate or render obvious the claims. The 
Examiner agrees that the amendment to claim 45 just clarifies the claim without change 
the scope of the claim.
